Summary 

Polygonatum domonense Satake, sp. nov. 

Herba perennis. Rhizoma repens, album, 5-10cm longum, 5-6mm crassum_ 
Caulis teres, 20-28 cm altus, basi 2-3 mm in diametro, apicem 5-foliatus. Folia 
elliptica yel ovato-elliptica, 5-7 cm longa, 2.5-3 cm lata, apice acuminata, 
basi rotundata, glabra, 7-nervata, subtus pallidiora, breve petiolata. In- 
florescentia axillaris, 2-4-flora; bracteae lanceolatae vel lineari-lanceolatae,, 
10-16 mm longae, 2-4 mm latae, glabratae, acutae. Flores penduli, albescentes, 
16-21 mm longi, basi 2-4 mm et apice 5-8 mm lati, tubo intus prominente 
tuberculato, segmentis intus apicem viridescentibus clavato-pilosis. Stamina 
6, filamentis filiformibus 4 mm longis tuberculatis et sparse pilosis, antheris 
oblongis 3 mm longis. Pistillum glabrum, ovario obovato 5 mm longo, stylis. 
15 mm longis. Fructus et semina ignota. 

Hab. Honsyu: Katadomon, Oguni-cho, Yamagata Prefecture (collected 
by D. Shimizu, May 3, 1968 and flowered at Urawa City, June 6, 1968— 
Holotype in TNS, n. 248910). 

According to Mr. D. Shimizu who found this new plant, its habitat is a 
narrow slope of the tertiary conglomerate cliff (about 240 m alt.) at the left 
side of the Arakawa River, covered with Clematis stans, Peucedanum tere- 
binthaceum, Rubus crataegifolius, Hosta montana, Boehmeria spicata, Potentilla 
togasii, Isodon trichocarpus, Galium verum, Synurus pungens, Miscanthus 
sinensis, Serratula coronata, Spiraea japonica, Tilia japonica, Hamamelis ob- 
tusata, Fraxinus lanuginosa, Weigela hortensis, Philadelphus satsumi, Zelkova 
serrata, and Acer matsumurae. 

Polygonatum domonense has a green stem tinged with purplish brown color,, 
1-2 membranous sheathed leaves in the lowermost part, inflorescence com¬ 
posed of 2-4 flowers on the peduncles of different length, and lanceolate 
bracts (the lowest one sometimes reduced to a scale or disappeared). It is 
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■clearly distinguished from Polygonatum involucratum, P. miserum, and P. 
■desoulavyi var. yezoense in having lanceolate bracts and string-like filaments 
■covered with tubercles and sparse short hairs consisted of 2-3 cells. The 
plant is, on the other hand, near to P. cryptanthum in the shape of filaments, 
however, the latter has glabrous filaments and pubescent bracts, peduncles 
■and pedicels.
